Juat over aixteen years.ago the 
ex-Kaiser paid, his last viait to 
Scotland. On November [0, 
1902, he landed on British shores 
and joined King Edwand's birth- 
day party at Sandringham, For 
some days he was witness of 
sports, manoeuvres, and demen-|'

agreeable took place. As the last 
itam of the programme the ex- 
Kaiser permitted himself-a peep 
of Scotland and of the margin of} 
the Forth, Time and tide did 
permit of a visit to Edimburgh, 
bat he passed through the city on 
20th November on his way from 
Lowther Csatle ta Dalmeny, 
whers he lnnched with Loni 
Rosebery, and embarked on board 
his yacht the Hohenzollern at 
Queensferry, This, it may be 
recalled, was the third ‘occasion 
on which the ex-Kaiser had 
returned te Germany ‘from the 
Forth.
